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The doubt as to the future of 
Macdonald College has been 
solved. In recent talks held in 
the basement of an unknown 
appartment in downtown Mont- 
real an agreement was reached 
and the deeds signed for the pur- 
chase of Mac. Said a member of 
the McGill Board of governors 
who. wishes to remain anonymous, 
4 4 We could see that we were 
getting nowhere with the Quebec 
governement so we were forced 
to go to a more powerful, organi- 
zation, the Mafia' said Mafia 
leader Luige Bennidittie, 4 4 We 
can meet any price the Quebec 
government can give and better 
it. We have selected Macdonald 
primarily for its location. Its 
proximity to Dorval airport 
makes it an ideal location for our 
operations, rapid transportation 
being an important part of our 
business". 

Mr. Bennidittie and his asso- 
ciates also outlined the proposed 
guidelines for the new adminis- 
tration. He stated that his orga- 
nization has long recognized the 
importance of Agriculture to the 
economy and sited examples such 
as their hemp plantation in South 
America and their poppie farm in 
Asia. The faculties at Macdonald 
will provide the research ma- 
terials necessary to improve 
already existing operations. This 
fits in with the organizations new 
policy 44 A better living through 
Science". 

The college will also continue 
in its educational aspects, and it 
is hoped that it will soon have 
degree granting status. The 
courses will continue much as at 
present however laboratory fa- 
cilities will be improved with the 
new source of income such as 
newly oriented protection services 
offered for a slight fee to the 
businesses of Ste. Anne de Bel- 
levue. This will of course also 
eliminate the unecessary expense 
of the Philips Security guards. 

There are also plans for a new 
course in business administration 
which will be second to none. 

A rifle range for the laboratory 
exercises in this course will be 
set up in Glenfinnan rink. 

Residence life will be changed 
under the new system and there 
will be a 24 nr. seven days a week 
open house in all residences. At 
this point in the discussion Uncle 
George resigned his position as 
Princpal saying, 44 1 don't mind 
the rest of your ideas but this is 
just going to far". Food is to 
improve, however theories indi- 
cate that there will be an in- 
creasing amount in pizzas and 
ravioli served, which will cut down 
on the kickback that the dinning 
hall is presently getting from 
certain restaurants in Ste. Annes. 

The students council will be 
elected as is done at present and 
their actions will be completely 
ignored by the administration as 
well as the students. In other 
words it will continue to function 
normally. The only exception is 
that the treasurer is to be appoint- 
ed by the administration and may 
not necessarily be a registered 
student. 



In the overall perpective the 
future of Macdonald College looks 
promising. It will continue, as in 
the past to prepare the students 
for the outside world. It will 
however lose its identity as a 
Quebec College and, with its new
